OTOR transportation has made many changes in our 
American social life and certain of these social changes

have revamped various aspects of our business existence.

The other partner could not see the 
idea at all. He favored continuing the policy of having one 
of the clerks put various articles in the window and letting 
it go at that. Finally after much discussion the first partner 
made a suggestion. To determine just what the windows of 
the store meant to the business, they would remove all dis- | 
p for the period of a week. If this policy showed a 
decrease in sales, it was reasonable to suppose that better 
window dressing would mean an increase. This was agreed | 
to and the window displays were removed and simple drap- | 
cries were substituted. After a week the books were bal- 
anced and it was found that during the seven days sales of 
rubber goods had fallen off 20 per cent., candy sales had | 
dropped 30 per cent., toilet articles were down 20 per ent.. | 
soda and luncheon receipts had dropped 16 per cent.

He said that it has been the 
cardinal policy of the department 
during recent years to extend every 
conceivable aid to all branches of 
commerce and industry following 
the guiding principle of attempting 
to undertake the tasks which the 
business community present in the 
order of their importance. 

“Werking in close harmony 
eredit organizations.” Dr Klein 
Said, “it planned that the gov- 
ernment survey is to be based upon 
two questionnaires, one to be filled 
in by representative retailers and 
one by representative consumers. It 
is guaranteed that the returns will 
be treated as strictly confidential 
as to individual reports. 

“Summaries will be published 
representing groups by geographic 
regions and by types of business. 
They will be brought together and 
aalyzed in connect‘on with all 
other information which may be 
made available in government of- 
fices or in the files of private 
business.
